Fueled by images of the promised land, Mendoza en¬ 
dured a 3,000-mile trek north that delivered him past the 
waiting hands of federal agents and shady smugglers.

Chamber 
appeals 
for funds 

Deficit brings 
talk of closure

The city’s chamber of com¬ 
merce, which has outlived the 
Great Depression, may have to 
close down if its recession-fueled 
money problems aren’t resolved. 

The financial shortfalls of the 
69-year-old business organiza¬ 
tion stem from cash-strapped 
merchants who are unable to pay 
annual membership dues. Now, 
chamber leaders hope the City 
Council and community will 
pitch in to keep the doors open. 

“If we don't get (city funds), 
we can’t come up with projects 
that would give us income, and if 
we don’t get dues paid — then we 
cannot exist,” said Dave Mus- 
grove, Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce Executive Director. 

The chamber sponsors semi¬ 
nars, business breakfasts, mix¬ 
ers, Student-in-Government Day 
and the city's annual Heritage 
Festival. It also fields about 3,000 
phone calls and 700 visitors every 
three months, President A1 
Shkoler said. The chamber has 
275 members. 

The chamber’s demise — or 
even a curtailment of programs 
— would burden city staff with 
extra work, City Administrator 
Bob D’Amato said. It also would 
mean cutting programs that are 
not vital, such as the Miss Pla¬ 
centia pageant. 

“We can’t absorb programs 
and cut back our staff because of 
our own budget problems,” D’A¬ 
mato said. "It is very frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

The chamber began feeling the

Hearing on car wash delayed

Residents are angry that the de¬ 
veloper who wants to put a car 
wash in their neighborhood has 
once again requested that a hear¬ 
ing on the proposal be postponed. 

Those who live on a street locat¬ 
ed near the intersection of Imperi¬ 
al Highway and Rose Drive believe 
the delay is a way to keep them 
from organizing against the pro¬ 
posal. The Planning Commission, 
which delayed voting on the devel¬ 
opment two weeks ago, postponed 
the matter again Tuesday until 
Mav 25. 


“We are all working people with 
families,” said Neda Yermilov, a 
resident who lives near the pro¬ 
posed site. “We work all day and 
come home, and postponing these 
hearings just makes it hard for us 
to organize. I think this is being 
done on purpose.” 

Those who propose projects have 
the right to delay presenting the 
project to commissioners if it helps 
makes their case clearer at a later 
presentation, according to Joyce 
Rosenthal, director of community 
services. 

The group has already collected 
400 signatures from residents 
against the proposal for a gas sta¬ 


tion and car wash on a rectangular 
lot sandwiched between Imperial 
Highway and Golden Way. The pe¬ 
tition will be turned in at the next 
hearing. 

Residents have come out against 
the project because of what they 
believe it will generate more traf¬ 
fic, noise and gasoline fumes. 
Neighbors also are concerned that 
traffic from the car wash would 
cause more accidents.

A 26-year-oid Placentia man 
received a 4-year prison sen¬ 
tence for his role in a failed Au¬ 
gust 1992 carjacking attempt. 

Richard Zavala later was 
identified by the victim, a 28- 
year-old Yorba Linda resident, 
as one of two men who attempt¬ 
ed to take her car at gunpoint. 

Zavala was arrested last Oc¬ 
tober on an attempted armed 
robbery warrant; his accom¬ 
plice in the attempted robbery 
still is at large, police said.

The television cameras and late- 
night telephone calls have begun to 
fade away for the mother of a for¬ 
mer Placentia school teacher list¬ 
ed among those presumed dead 
when the Branch Davidian com¬ 
pound was destroyed. 

Now comes the sad part, Ruth 
Mosher said. The Anaheim Hills 
resident said she now must come to 
grips with life without her daugh> 
ter, Sherri Jewell. 

“I could only hold on (to hope) 
for so long,” said Mosher, 69, still 
shaken by the events that unfolded 
in Waco, Texas. “It’s been really, 
really tough on me.” 

The first step in accepting the 
tragic outcome to the 61-day stand¬ 
off is holding a memorial for her 
daughter. Mosher plans to hold a 
service at 3 p.m. Saturday at the 
Fullerton Seventh-day Adventist 
Church, 2355 West Valencia. 

The Branch Davidian sect was 
created by disgruntled Seventh- 
day Adventists. 

“I do know I want a memorial 
service, and I want to invite the 
children who Sherri taught. She 
would like that,” she said. “Any¬ 
one can come.” 

Jewell attended Seventh-day Ad¬ 
ventist churches before joining the 
cult in 1988. She moved into the 
rural compound full-time in 1992 
after quitting her job as a typing 
teacher at Kraemer Junior High 
School. 

Jewell and her 12-year-old 
daughter, Kiri, lived with Mosher 
during the two-year teaching stint 
in Orange County. 

Jewell joined the cult shortly af¬ 
ter losing her daughter during a 
bitter custody battle with ex-hus¬ 
band, David Jewell.

Placentia police believe a new 
graffiti ordinance the City Council 
is scheduled to consider Tuesday 
will do the trick. 

The ordinance, if approved, 
would impose stiffer fines on tag¬ 
gers and offer rewards to people 
who catch taggers in the act. 

Shopowners say they aren’t leav¬ 
ing the cleanup and arrest of tag¬ 
gers to police. They’re taking it 
into their own hands. 

Merchants are launching a city¬ 
wide campaign to let potential cus¬ 
tomers know they aren’t being bul¬ 
lied by youths armed with spray 


paint and etching tools. 

For the past three months, strip- 
center merchants have been paint¬ 
ing over graffiti themselves. Some 
shopowners have even been known 
to capture a few of the taggers, 
despite warnings not to do so by 
police. 

The process is long and frustrat¬ 
ing to get back customers scared of 
potential gang violence, one mer¬ 
chant said. 

“It gets really bad, really thick 
over the weekends,” Kerry Cree- 
den, who owns Pam's Place, a pet 
grooming store.

Scenario No. 7: Topaz and Brook- 
haven would close. Brookhaven's 
students would shift to Wagner, 
Wagner’s area south of Yorba Lin¬ 
da Boulevard would shift to Morse 
while Topaz’s students from Tem¬ 
ple Street would shift to Golden 
while all the others would shift to 
Sierra Vista, Morse, Ruby Drive 
and Golden. 

Scenario No. 8: Topaz remains 
open but its student population 
would be reduced to assist in pro¬ 
gram needs.

Drolet emphasized that although 
this scenario identifies sites for 
two future schools, that doesn't 
mean the committee sees a student 


growth problem as yet. 

“The two new school area are for 
possible development.” 

According to this scenario, Trav¬ 
is’ boundaries would remain, Glen¬ 
view would shift to Yorba Linda 
Middle from Bernardo Yorba and 
those in the north Fairmont area 
would shift to Bernardo Yorba 
from Tuffree. 

Travis' enrollment would be 585, 
Bernardo Yorba’s 868 and Yorba 
Linda Middle School’s 985. 

High school students in the north 
Fairmont area would shift to 
Esperanza from El Dorado. Esper- 
anza’s enrollment would be 2,874 
and El Dorado's would be 1,936. 

Also, Stallings said because de¬ 
velopment has dwindled, any new 
school in this area probably would 
be five years away at the earliest. 

Scenario No. 10: Bryant Ranch 
would serve kindergartners 
through fifth-graders and feed to 
Travis’ kindergarten through sixth 
grade program. Bernardo Yorba 
Junior High School would convert 
to a middle school. 

Glenview students would shift to 
Yorba Linda Middle from Ber¬ 
nardo Yorba and the north Fair¬ 
mont students would shift to Ber¬ 
nardo Yorba from Tuffree. 

Bryant Ranch’s enrollment 
would be 1,120, Bernardo Yorba’s 
917, Yorba Linda Middle's 985 and 
Travis Ranch's 948.

struction Industry Research Board 
show that Orange County has been 
in a slump for the past three years. 
The number of new homes built in 
the county dropped by half in 1992, 
compared to almost 12,000 built in 
1990. 

This year is also starting off 
slow, a research board spokesman 
said. 

“We only had about 600 homes 
built the first two months of this 
year, which is down significantly 
from previous months,” said Ben 
Bartolotto, an analyst with the 
Burbank-based firm. "That would 
mean anyone tied to the building 
industry is also hurting.” 

This has really hurt day laborers 
who depend on yard work and con¬ 
struction, David said. 

Tough economic times have also 
affected those who work as domes¬ 
tic help — babysitting, cleaning 
homes and offices, he said. 

Many families are finding that 
they just don’t have enough money 
to pay someone each week to do 
tasks they can do themselves.

O n April 19, Orange Coun¬ 
ty Supervisor William 
Steiner was welcomed to 
the city by more than 50 Placen¬ 
tia residents, business owners 
and representatives of various lo-

cal and county organizations at 
Tlauepaque Restaurant in La Pla- 
cita (the original part of town). 

Among those attending were: 
Orange County League of Women 
Voters; Elizabeth Minter, execu¬ 
tive director of the Placentia Li¬ 
brary; Peggy Dinsmore, presi¬ 
dent of the Placentia Library 
Board; David Musgrove, execu¬ 
tive director of the Placentia 
Chamber and other Chamber 
members and businesses; and 
various community leaders in¬ 
cluding Luz Vargas, affectionate¬ 
ly referred to as the mayor of 
Atwood. 

Steiner addressed the inquisi¬ 
tive crowd by letting everyone 
know how pleased he is to be a 
supervisor and saying that he will 
be accessible to the residents and 
businesses as well as organiza¬ 
tions. He also introduced Bob 
Tunstall, who will be the new liai¬ 
son representative between 
Steiner's office and Placentia. 

On March 3, Steiner, 55, was 
appointed by Gov. Pete Wilson to 
represent the 4th District, replac¬ 
ing former Board of Supervisor 
Don Roth. Cities that make up 
the 4th District are Placentia, An¬ 
aheim, Buena Park, La Palma 
and parts of Orange. 

Steiner does not deceive him¬ 
self into thinking his new appoint¬ 
ment will be a stroll in the park. 
He is armed with direct govern¬ 
ment experience to combat tough 
issues. 

“I have a good perspective on 
local city government,” Steiner 
said. This stems from his ap¬ 
pointment to the Orange City 
Council in 1988 and re-election in 
1990. He also served on the Or¬ 
ange Unified School District 
board for five years and was 
president for one year. 

Regarding his appointment, 
Steiner said, “I feel it is a great 
challenge and feel I know county 
government and the 4th District.” 

“County government is no 
place for the faint of heart,” Gov. 
Pete Wilson said. “Furthermore, 
when it comes to rolling up your 
sleeves and getting to work, I can 
think of no better public servant 
than Bill Steiner.” 

A major obstacle, according to 
Steiner, is the “tax shift from lo¬ 
cal government to the state of 
California and budget constraints 
facing the cities and Orange 
County.

“Chief Robertson’s philosophy 
is to treat all people with dignity 
and respect,” said Pattie Van 
Voors, Robertson’s administra¬ 
tive secretary. 

Steiner also worked with Pla¬ 
centia Police Chief Manny Ortega 
when Ortega was a police officer 
in the city of Orange. Steiner is 
looking forward to working with 
Ortega once again, along with the 
City Council and staff. Steiner 
has also worked very closely with 
the city of Anaheim on Measure 
J. He co-chaired Tax Payers 
Against Measure J which opposed 
the jail being placed in Gypsum 
Canyon. 

Steiner is an Orange County 
children’s advocate who has been 
active in children’s and social 
service issues his entire career. 
Since 1986, he has headed the Or- 
angewood Children’s Foundation, 
the non-profit organization that 
built the $8 million Orangewood 
Children’s Home. From 1978 to 
1986, Steiner worked in adoptions 
for the California Youth Author¬ 
ity and in residential treatment 
for children. 

Steiner has been honored as the

he was given the “Commission¬ 
er's Award for the Prevention of 
Child Abuse” by the US Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices. In 1982, he was named 
“Outstanding Elected Official” 
by the Orange County Chapter of 
the American Society for Public 
Administration.

goes up on Friday night, then tag¬ 
gers scope the walls out and retali¬ 
ate on Saturday. By Sunday, it just 
covers the entire mall.” 

Creeden keeps paint and rollers 
inside her store and paints just 
"about every day to cover the graffi¬ 
ti. In the past year, she has caught 
three taggers trying to spray paint 
walls just outside her shop. 

In each case, she grabbed them 
and called police. 

“It’s frustrating when they are 
caught in the act,” she said. “You 
just want to grab them in the collar 
and turn them over. They just keep 
coming back for more.” 

Merchants are watching Tues¬ 
day’s City Council meeting closely 
to see what will happen to a pro¬ 
posed revision of the current graf¬ 
fiti ordinance. Police have added 
several changes to the law in order 
to make punishment for the crime 
tougher. 

The Police Department and city 
staff members want to offer up to 
$500 for information that leads to 


the conviction of a tagger — an 
incentive already used in cities 
such as Anaheim and Brea. 

Also proposed in the ordinance is 
a provision that would force are 
businesses to keep spray paint, 
thick marking pens and etching 
tools behind counters. 

This would help discourage juve¬ 
nile taggers, who already are pro¬ 
hibited from purchasing the prod¬ 
ucts, from shoplifting. 

One reason for the revisions is to 
try to reduce the estimated 
$120,000 a year spent on removing 
graffiti. Most of the money goes to 
pay city crews to paint over it. 

Shopowners at Bradford Village 
look toward more education to high 
school-age taggers as the key to 
prevention. They say graffiti pops 
up most often before school, during 
lunch and when class lets out. 

“When they aren’t at school, 
they are scouting the area,” Cree¬ 
den said. “That’s the problem, and 
us painting over the walls day-af- 
ter-day is the only answer I know 
right now.”

Public dumps might be 
placed off limits to public 


A north Orange County citi¬ 
zen cleans out his garage, 
places all the rubbish in his 
pickup and takes it all to the 
“dump.” Right? 

Not if Orange County waste 
officials have their way. 

The county wants to limit 
landfill access to commercial 
trash companies, those under 
franchise protection of govern¬ 
ment. The common folks, 
whose taxes and dumping fees 
helped pay for the county 
dumps, will be denied access. 
Instead, residents and small 
haulers with pickups will be of¬ 
fered transfer stations, which 
will charge as much as twice 
the dumping fees paid at the 
county’s “public” landfills. 

During a hearing on the plan 
last week, landscaper Mike 
Vargas of Fullerton brought 
cheers from an angry group 
opposing the county’s propos¬ 
al. Vargas told the bureau¬ 
crats: “The dump — we own 
it. You’re trying to close our 
own place. We paid for it.” 

Bob Bennyhoff, an Orange 
Park Acres resident, offered 
this: “The word ‘public’ is dis¬ 
appearing from the lexicon 
these days. We’re getting pret¬ 
ty used to the county telling us 
to go jump in the lake.” 

What’s a person to do? The 
county seems to be telling its 
citizens that this is another 
way to boost taxes without go¬ 
ing through the legal process

required of Proposition 13. For 
starters the county is increas¬ 
ing trash fees by forcing resi¬ 
dents into more costly alterna¬ 
tives for disposing of their rub¬ 
bish. 

The increased costs at trans¬ 
fer stations will be passed on 
to the consumer (home- 
meonwers) who hire gardeners 
and handymen for major clean 
ups. Renting dumpsters from 
franchised trash haulers is an¬ 
other, more expensive, alter¬ 
native offered residents. The 
costs of renting dumpsters 
have gone beyond any sem¬ 
blance of reason because of 
government-imposed franchis¬ 
ing in the trash-collecting busi¬ 
ness. Government controls on 
the market have eliminated 
competition. By creating a mo¬ 
nopoly major trash haulers are 
given carte blanche over their 
dumpster charges. 

There is a more prudent al¬ 
ternative for this government- 
imposed closed market. That 
is to open the market to free 
enterprise, which in turn can 
put the competitive rules of a 
free market to work. Allow the 
consumer, for instance, to get 
competitive bids for trash 
bins. And turn over the land¬ 
fills to private management 
and let them operate competi¬ 
tively.

Corruption: It’s the nature of the beast

The political reform act of 1974 is 
inadequate and enforcement is dif¬ 
ficult. So says UCI Professor Mark 
Petracca during an address Sun¬ 
day at the Orange County Demo¬ 
cratic Club. 

The professor placed the blame 
for recent Orange County political 
scandals on these inadequacies — 
and an apathetic public and lack of 
incentives for prosecutors to inves¬ 
tigate political officials. 

One could hardly disagree with 
the good professor. Politics, by its 
own nature, is corrupt, Politics 
sets its own ground rules, depends 
too much on other people’s money 


to survive and innoculates most 
who enter the political game with 
the uncanny ability to scratch one 
anothers’ backs. All this breeds 
corruption, just assuredly as the 
recent unusual wet weather in Cal¬ 
ifornia has bred another pest — the 
mosquito. 

As for the apathetic public. I 
can’t say for sure, but could it be 
that people have thrown up their 
hands in disgust and dispair with 
the feeling they have no control 
over the politicians? 

And there’s nothing strange 
about politicians being bedfellows. 
The political buddy system is 
working well, if what the UCI pro¬ 
fessor says is only half true. He 
told the OC Democrats that prose¬ 


cuting attorneys rely on endorse¬ 
ments from public officials to win 
or keep their public office. “It 
would be hard to bring down some¬ 
one you depend on for re-election,” 
he said. 

To regain control of politics and 
those who serve in politics, the peo¬ 
ple must insist on certain things, 
Petracca said. Term limits and 
more-stringent laws for disclosing 
personal income and campaign 
revenue would help citizens keep a 
better eye out for abuse, he said. 
The public needs to demand ac¬ 
countability from public officials, 
too.

The city has been bracing for a $1 
million cut in property taxes al¬ 
ready threatened by state budget 
makers. 

The City Council recently 
shelved a proposal to give the 
chamber a $20,000 grant because 
members are concerned about the 
city budget.

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strain this year when more than 20 
percent of its members did not pay 
their dues, which range from $150 
to $300 a year.

A birthday mission 


Missionaries make 
trek from Africa 
to help celebrate

T wo missionaries who spent 45 years 
caring for children in the Ivory Coast 
left The Nest to help Marjorie Trefry 
celebrate her 95th birthday. 

Frannie Walker and Esther Eykerman ar¬ 
rived in Placentia earlier this month to sur¬ 
prise Trefry, who has served for 36 years as 
the American liaison with The Nest orphan¬ 
age program in the West African republic. 
Walker said Trefry has handled finances for 
the pair, and written an untold number of 
thank-you notes to worldwide contributors to 
the project. 

The Nest, founded as a small dispensary 
by the Conservative Baptist Mission in 1947, 
has grown under Walker and Eykerman's 
direction to save dozens of West African 
children from famine and eventual death. 

“When I first arrived, children whose 
mothers died in childbirth were often tossed 
into the bushes,” Walker said. “The people 
believed that the same evil spirit that killed 
the mother was living in the baby. Nowa¬ 
days, a similar belief has left many children 


abandoned by parents suffering from 
AIDS.” 

Over the years, Walker and Eykerman 
raised and legally adopted 36 of the African 
children. “They always considered Marjorie 
their grandmother, with some traveling to 
America to spend time with the Trefrys,” 
Walker said. “And when Marjorie’s hus¬ 
band, Harold, was sick, we sent one of our 
adopted children to care for him for more 
than one year.” 

Walker said she met Trefry after making 
an appeal on the once-popular TV program, 
“Queen for a Day.” The missionary told em¬ 
cee Jack Bailey that one of her sick babies 
could be helped with American know-how. 

“Right after that program, Marjorie invit¬ 
ed me to speak to her church group,” Walk¬ 
er recounted. “We became fast friends im¬ 
mediately; she was like a mother to us.” 

Trefry, who lives in Bradford Square for 
Seniors, said she took a liking to Walker 
from the start. "She was doing work I ap¬ 
proved of.” 

Although the Placentia woman has never 
visited the orphanage, she and her family 
have always welcomed the missionaries into 
their homes. 

“It’s like we’ve always been part of the 
family,” said Walker, welcomed by the 65 
celebrants who attended the birthday party. 
“Every time we were on furlough in Ameri¬ 
ca, we would head for the Trefrys.”

Parents often take frustrations out on children

A child is born. For most of us, 
our new baby is precious and awe¬ 
some. We vow to nurture and pro¬ 
tect the little, helpless being we've 
created or adopted. Our own child 
isn’t quite the baby Jesus, but 
close. 

And what goes wrong? I’m sit¬ 
ting here at my desk, writing this 
column and I have tears in my eyes 
and a pain in my heart. I’ve just 
had harsh and hurtful words with 
my 12-year-old daughter. Ugly 
words, uglier tones of voice, words 
hurled back and forth, designed 
only to hurt one another. 

I’ll leave for another time my 
speculations about what’s going on 
with my pre-teen daughter that 
makes her difficult to deal with oc¬ 
casionally. It’s my own sense of 
failure I’m wrestling with. After 
30-plus years as a psychiatrist, and 
five-plus years of personal thera¬ 
py, I’m still dishing out my side of 
that quarrel. 

I know better. I can talk with 
much more difficult people in my 
office, and not lose my cool, my 
perspective. But with my own 
child, one sassy word or insulting 
tone causes me to feel hurt and

righteously indignant. She can 
“get to me,” and it doesn’t take 
much. 

Those feelings of pain and anger 
are so strong, they overwhelm all 
the knowledge and experience that 
make me an “expert” in human 
psychology. At that moment, it’s 
as if I don’t know a thing, and I’m 
reacting out of blind emotion. 

Sitting here now, removed from 
the scene of the battle, I can think 
again, and the psychiatrist part of 
me "understands” that I revert 
back to my own childhood, and re¬ 
act the way my parents treated 
me. And that recognition, that I am 
treating my own child the way I 
was treated, is truly repugnant to 
me. 

But, I keep doing it, because no 
matter how much I try to arm my¬ 
self with knowledge and under¬ 
standing and remembering how 
badly I felt being treated that way 
— no matter how much I’ve 
worked to change my own self, my 
daughter “gets to me” and I lose it. 

I’ll give myself some credit. I’m 
not a total failure, and psychother¬ 
apy does work. It’s just sometimes

that I lose it. Most of the time, I’m 
a more understanding and consid¬ 
erate parent than my own parents 
ever knew about. And I do feel good 
about that. But when I do “blow 
it,” I am overcome by a sense of 
failure that devastates me. 

I want to be a good and wonder¬ 
ful parent to my precious baby. I 
want to respond to her provocative 
sarcasm and sassiness with appro¬ 
priate disapproval, not ill temper 
and harshness. 

Let me try telling myself what I 
tell my patients — You’re being a 
bit hard on yourself. No, you’re not 
perfect yet, and the moments that 
you blow it really feel terrible, so 
you’ve got more work to do. But, 
appreciate how far you’ve come, 
and don’t underestimate how diffi¬ 
cult these changes are to accom¬ 
plish. 

There’s an old saying — six 


months of psychotherapy is as 
powerful as a mother’s raised eye¬ 
brow. Which means that we can 
talk and remember and under¬ 
stand, but the power of our parents 
is monumental. Another way of 
saying it, is that old learning, child¬ 
hood learning, has much more 
power than new learning, whether 
through psychotherapy or school 
or books. 

So, I won’t excuse myself, be¬ 
cause I want to become an even 
better person and parent, but I’ll 
stop condemning myself. I’ll try to 
see this episode as a humbling and 
not a humiliating experience. 

I remember one of my patients 
telling me about a time that she 
“lost it” with her kids. In the midst 
of yelling at them, she had the 
thought that Dr. Benton knew just 
how to handle difficult situations 


with kids, and he never “lost it” in 
his house. My reaction to hearing 
this was a loud, "Bull -!” 

I told her that I “lost it” too, 
sometimes. We are all striving to 
become better people, but no one 
has arrived at perfection yet, not 
even psychotherapists, ministers, 
writers of self-help books, or any 
other advice givers. 

I know that, but “blowing it" still 
hurts — especially when I’m dam¬ 
aging my precious baby. 

I have a booklet called Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder, that 
discusses the effects of childhood 
experience on our adult behavior.

I large onion, chopped 
4 ounces diced green 
chiles, drained 
1 teaspoon chili powder 

1 teaspoon ground cumin 

2 large garlic cloves, 
minced 

Vz teaspoon oregano 
’/« teaspoon cayenne pepper 
8 cups turkey stock or 6 
cups chicken stock 
1 16 -ounce can tomatoes,

1 pound boneless turkey

Prepare stock one day ahead 
with vegetables and garlic. Sim¬ 
mer five hours.

In a large heavy sauce pan, 
combine flour and oil (for roux) 
until smooth. Cook 5 minutes over 
medium heat, stirring constantly. 
Reduce heat, cook and stir about 
15 minutes more or until roux is 
dark reddish brown. 

Stir in onion, celery, green pep¬ 
per, garlic and black pepper. Cook 
over medium heat for 3 to 5 min¬ 
utes or until vegetables are just 
crisp-tender, stirring often. Stir in 
chicken broth, bay leaf. Simmer 
30 minutes. Add shrimp and crab 
during last 5 minutes of cooking. 
Serve over rice; garnish with car¬ 
rot tops.

1 cup all-purpose flour 

1 Vz teaspoons salt or

In a bowl, combine flour, 1 tea¬ 
spoon of the salt or seasoned salt, 
and pepper. Coat chicken with 
flour mixture; set aside. 

In 12-inch skillet, heat oil. 
Brown chicken, cooking 4-5 min¬ 
utes on each side. Remove from 
skillet; keep warm. Add garlic and 
onion to pan; saute until tender. 
Drain off excess fat. Stir in tomato 
paste, broth, water, remaining 
salt, oregano, basil and the (op¬ 
tional) red pepper flakes. Return 
chicken to skillet; heat to boiling. 
Reduce heat; cover and simmer 
gently for 20 minutes. Add carrots, 
cook for 10 minutes. Stir in zuc¬ 
chini; cook an additional 3-4 min¬ 
utes until zucchini is tender but 
still al dente. 

Serve over hot pasta or rice. 
Makes 8 servings. 

Cook's notes: If you wish, sub¬ 
stitute 1 Vz teaspoons of fresh 
herbs for the dried basil and oreg¬ 
ano. Fusilli pasta, long, curly, spa¬ 
ghetti-like strands, make a pretty 
addition to this dish. If you prefer, 
long-grain rice or even orzo (rice¬ 
shaped pasta) can be served.

BASERUNNERS BEWARE 


Ritchey adept 
at throwing out 
would-be stealers

C arrie Ritchey’s been 

struggling a little at the 
plate this year, but 
there’s nothing wrong with her 
defense. 

Ritchey, a sophomore catcher 
for the Valencia High softball 
team, isn’t batting in the .450 
range as she did last season. But 
she’s been nearly impossible to 
steal on. 

Anaheim found out the hard 
way. The Colonists tried to steal 
five times and were thrown out 
by Ritchey five times in last 
Thursday’s Orange League game. 

That’s five runners Ritchey 
took out of scoring position, put¬ 
ting Valencia in position to win 
the game, 4-3. 

Ritchey is batting only .233, but 
is throwing runners out at a .733 
clip. She’s nailed 11 of 15 base 
stealers this season. 

“Carrie is so good behind the 
plate that I hate to put her any¬ 
where else," said Valencia coach 
Kelly Stephenson, who has been 
pressed into using Ritchey to 
pitch on occasion. “She blocks the 
balls well and throws so well. 

Plus, she can calm pitchers down 
and has that experience and 
knowledge that she can communi¬ 
cate to others on the team. Even 
though she’s very quiet, she’s 
very team-oriented.” 

After playing club softball for 
five years, Ritchey had no trouble 
with high school pitching her 
freshman season, when she bat¬ 
ted better than .400 and was vot¬ 
ed First Team All-Orange League 
and the team’s most valuable 
player. 

But her sophomore year has 
been a bit puzzling for her, as 
she’s had her ups and downs. 

“In the beginning of the year I 
was hitting pretty good, but now 
it’s kind of slow," Ritchey said. 
“The pitchers in travel ball throw 
more pitches and are more diffi¬ 
cult to hit. It’s hard to adjust to 
high school ball because the 
pitchers throw slower.” 

“She’s geared to faster pitch¬ 
ers,” agreed teammate Destinee 
Huffman, who also plays with 
Ritchey on the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Blazers travel ball team, 
based in Placentia. “When it 
comes to fast pitches, she’s excel¬ 
lent. She just needs to make the 
adjustment to slow pitching. I 
have a lot of confidence in her.

Everyone wins at annual meet

Hugs, smiles, applause and 
even a few tears were part of the 
25th annual Orange County Spe¬ 
cial Olympics track and field 
meet Saturday at Western High 
School. 

Mentally and physically dis¬ 
abled from throughout Orange 
County took part. The athletes 
ages 5 to 50 competed in 20 track 
and field events. 

The meet was a qualifier for 
county athletes who will partici¬ 
pate in the state Special Olym¬ 
pics in June at UCLA. Meet coor¬ 
dinator Dave Barry said about 10 
percent of the athletes from Sat¬ 
urday’s meet will be picked by 
coaches to go to the state meet. 

"Rather than just send the ath¬ 
letes with the best marks, we try 
to give all the athletes a chance 
to take part in the state meet,” 
Barry said. “We use it as an in¬ 
centive for the athletes. It’s an 
experience we’d like them all to 


eventually have.” 

The Special Olympics’ philoso¬ 
phy is that participating, not win¬ 
ning, is important. 

Orange County’s Special Olym¬ 
pics program is the nation’s larg¬ 
est, officials said. There are. more 
than 2,500 mentally and physical¬ 
ly disabled competitors in the 
county. 

Most years, more than 700 ath¬ 
letes and 1,000 volunteers take 
part in the track meet, but those 
numbers were basically cut in 
half this year. 

The meet was scheduled for 
March, but rain forced a post¬ 
ponement. The new date forced 
many athletes to drop out of the 
competition. 

“As it turns out, the ‘Very Spe¬ 
cial Arts Festival,' is also today 
(Saturday),” Barry said. “That’s 
an event which happens once a 
year, while there are a lot of ath¬ 
letic competitions for them to 
compete in throughout the year. 

“It’s just one of those things. 
And for those athletes here, we’re 


going to make it as good an event 
as in past years.” 

Still, Special Olympics veteran 
Paul Hoffman said athletes ap¬ 
preciate the support. Hoffman, 
equipment manager at Sunny 
Hills High School, was participat¬ 
ing in his 10th Orange County 
,Special Olympics. 

“It’s fun to come out and renew 
friendships, with other athletes 
and the volunteers," Hoffman 
said. “Special Olympics means so 
much to so many people, includ¬ 
ing me. 

“The support we (the athletes) 
get is great. All it takes for a lot 
of people is one time coming out 
and they’re out here every year.” 

Events included wheelchair 
races; 50-, 100-, 200-, 400-, 800- and 
1,500-yard running races; 25-, 100- 
and 400-meter walking races; re¬ 
lay races, and a pentathlon. 

Also, there were field events 
such as a softball throw, tennis- 
ball throw, plastic-disc throw, 
standing long jump and high 
jump.

know where I can find red anti¬ 
freeze? — R.P. 

Answer: For many years peo¬ 
ple have been asking Toyota 
dealers about their red anti¬ 
freeze, wondering if it was a spe¬ 
cial type of coolant. Toyota’s red 
antifreeze is not special. It is red 
because Japan requires car flu¬ 
ids to be color coded, so when 
something is leaking, people can 
tell what it is by its color. 

As far as mixing U.S. anti¬ 
freeze (biue or green colored) 
with red, the only effect it will 
have is changing the coolant. 
Toyota now offers red antifreeze 
as a generic Toyota part, so if 
you’d like to use red coolant in 
your car, visit your local Toyota 
dealer. 


electronic ignition module on my 
1979 Buick LeSabre three times 
in the past three months with 
three different brands. One 
stopped working after a day. I 
put in a rebuilt distributor about 
50,000 miles ago. The plugs were 
last replaced along with a new 
rotor and distributor about 30,000 
miles ago. I believe the plug 
wires are original equipment 
(110,000). The car runs smoothly 
after replacing the module. Why 
do these modules only last such a 
short time? Would it help to re¬ 
place the plugs and plug wires 
again? — A.N. 

Answer: There are at least four 
possible solutions. First, the new 
module may be defective from 
the factory. Check to see if the 
warranty is still applicable. 

Second, there are some after- 
market replacement modules 
that aren’t electronically com¬ 
patible with the GM/Delco igni¬ 
tion system in your car. Try us¬ 
ing a General Motors Delco igni¬ 
tion module. 

Third, the module may be 
mounted improperly. For exam¬ 
ple, silicone grease should be ap¬ 
plied to the bottom side of the 
module to insulate it from engine 
heat. If the grease isn’t applied 
properly, the module could burn 
out prematurely. 

Finally, the Auto Club recom¬ 
mends that you have your car’s 
electrical system completely 
checked with professional diag¬ 
nostic equipment. Check espe¬ 
cially the whole primary ignition 
circuit including the pickup coil. 
Poor connections could cause 
problems with the module.

Question: During the rain the 
other week, the ignition in my 
1988 Ford Mustang got wet, and I 
could not start the car. Is there 
any way to help dry out the igni¬ 
tion quickly? — S.B. 

Answer: Spray WD-40 on your 
plug wires and distributor cap. 
The ingredients in WD-40 help re¬ 
move moisture. It is also wise to 
spray WD-40 (or any other igni¬ 
tion-dry spray found at most auto 
parts stores) prior to a rainstorm 
to protect your ignition. 


Question: I have a 1986 Mazda 
323 that just stopped the other 
day. The mechanics that I towed 
it to said that it spun a main bear¬ 
ing and that I need a new crank¬ 
shaft. They are quoting $1,300 for 
the repair. Isn’t that a little high? 
They said that this was cheaper 
than overhauling the whole en¬ 
gine. — T.O. 

Answer: The price doesn't 
seem out of line, but from what 
you’re saying, we think that a 
mechanic would have to over¬ 
haul the engine. To correct the 
engine block wear, the main 
bearing web must be rapiered 
and align-bored. 

This would require disassem¬ 
bling the engine. With this type of 
repair, the oil passages should 
also be inspected, which also re¬ 
quires an engine disassembly. 
There is also a strong possibility 
that the camshaft may be dam¬ 
aged. If the garage replaces only 
the crankshaft and bearings, the 
same problem may reoccur at an 
even faster rate than before. 

Ask your mechanic about a 
used engine from Japan. There 
are a number of local companies 
that import well-tested, used en¬ 
gines from Japan and offer them 
with a warranty for about $400- 
$500. Have your mechanic check 
that the import engine has the 
necessary components or will ac¬ 
cept components from your car 
to make engine pass California 
emissions requirements.

Question: I have a 1964 Chevro¬ 
let pick-up with a broken fuel 
gauge. I have been searching for 
a year to find a replacement 
part. GM does not stock it any¬ 
more. My mechanic called the 
wrecking yards, who put it on the 
hot-line, but has had no success. I 
mark the mileage and fill up ev¬ 
ery 100 miles, but sometimes I 
forget. I am tired of running out 
of gas. Can you help? — S.W. 

Answer: You have looked in the 
right places. Get a copy of “Hem- 
mings Motor News” which is 
available from most large news¬ 
stands. Hemmings contains a va¬ 
riety of aftermarket manufac¬ 
turers which supply new and re¬ 
manufactured parts for older 
vehicles. If you can’t find what 
you need through Hemmings, 
you may have to use an after- 
market fuel gauge that can be 
mounted on your dash.

Question: I have replaced the 


Question: I have a 1984 Chrys¬ 
ler Fifth Avenue that I have tak¬ 
en to the dealer several times for 
the same problem and all the me¬ 
chanics do is change the spark 
plugs. The problem occurs when 
I’m driving; the engine misses 
and cuts out momentarily. The 
car feels like it is going to stall, 
but it doesn’t. This problem 
doesn’t happen all the time. 1 
never know when it will happen, 
and I’m afraid the engine will 
stall completely one of these 
days. I would appreciate any 
help or advice you can give me. 
— J.E.D. 

Answer: Based on the informa¬ 
tion you’ve provided, there are 
some other areas to check that 
may be causing the problem. 
Your car’s main system, the 
Electronic Fuel Control (EFC), 
manages the air/fuel ratio and 
ignition timing. The EFC is also 
divided into several sub-systems 
(i.e. fuel control, electronic 
throttle control, spark control, 
data sensors, spark control com¬ 
puter (SCO, electronic exhaust 
gas recirculation (EGR), elc- 
tronic air switching and catalytic 
converter). A malfunction in the 
EFC system may result in en¬ 
gine surge, hesitation, rough idle 
and/or poor fuel economy. 

Before testing the EFC sys¬ 
tem, check all vacuum and elec¬ 
trical wiring for proper routing 
and connections and also check 
for exhaust EGR, and manifold 
leaks. Because of the complexity 
of these computerized controls 
however, it is best to have a 
trained technician using diagnos¬ 
tic equipment perform the neces¬ 
sary tests.

Engineers seek wiperless windshields 
for clear visibility behind the wheel 


For all the great safety advances 
the automotive industry has 
achieved in the last 90 years, engi¬ 
neers agree the key to driver safe¬ 
ty is clear visibility. What we are 
able to see and what we do not see 
are the determining factors in our 
ability to successfully maneuver 
today’s crowded roads. 

Safety glass, tinting and larger, 
sloped windshields are some of the 
developments that drivers have 
seen over the last few years. Now 
“holy grail’’ of the automotive 
glass industry is what is referred to 
as hydrophobic glass. 

Other than darkness, it is rain 
and snow that cause the greatest 
loss of driver visibility. For the 
past 75 years, drivers have relied 
on wiper blades to sweep away 
rain, snow, dirt and debris. In at¬ 
tempts to achieve greater visibility 
without wipers sweeping by, engi¬ 
neers have tried such things as 
blowers that were supposed to in¬ 
crease the air flow over the glass 
so rain and snow would be blown 
off the glass quicker.

The theory behind hydrophobic 
glass seeks to achieve the water- 
beading effect of the chemical so¬ 
lution so that the natural airflow 
can clear the glass. While glass 
manufacturers are working close¬ 
ly with the automotive and aero¬ 
nautic industries, no one has been 
able to fully perfect this elusive 
glass. 

Meanwhile, a Dallas-based wip¬ 
er manufacturer has developed an 
innovative wiper refill that gives 
drivers the beneficial hydrophobic 
effect. At the recently held Auto¬ 
motive Parts and Accessories 
Show, Lifetime Automotive Prod¬ 
ucts, Inc. introduced the industry’s 
first silicone wiper refill. Because 
these DuraBlade refills are made 
of this high tech synthetic instead 
of ordinary rubber, they give driv¬ 
ers some unique performance 
benefits. 

As the refills sweep across the 
windshield, they leave an invisible 
silicone shield on the glass.

off the glass. This makes it possible 
to see a dramatic improvement in 
visibility in heavy downpours.

In addition, the sili¬ 
cone shield seals small pores in the 
glass so snow, ice, dirt, mud and 
other debris do not stick. 

Silicone has proven to be an ideal 
wiper material for other reasons 
as well First, it can withstand 
temperature extremes from -90 de¬ 
grees to well over 250 Fahrenheit. 
It also is unaffected by ultraviolet 
light, ozone, salts and other road 
chemicals. As a result, it does not 
deteriorate, crack, rot, dry out or 
warp. 

Because silicone is so durable, 
the manufacturer guarantees the 
DuraBlade refills to last as long 
and you own your car. And since 
the refills are continually main¬ 
taining the silicone shield on the 
glass, the hydrophobic effect lasts 
witout washing or wearing off. 

Therefore, while engineers and 
scientists continue their quest for 
completely hydrophobic glass, 
drivers at least have the option of 
getting this safety enhancing bene¬ 
fit with a low-cost and simple-to- 
install silicone wiper refill.

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State tax receivers to outnumber taxpayers 


In an ominous prediction of the future 
quality of life for Californians, econo¬ 
mists estimate that tax receiving resi¬ 
dents will outnumber taxpaying resi¬ 
dents within two years. 

The findings suggest that the sociologi¬ 
cal makeup of our state is changing more 
rapidly than experts had predicted. 

Although economists and demogra¬ 
phers have warned of sure-to-come 
changes in California’s sociological and 
structural foundations, few observations 
have created as real an awareness of the 
issues as this one. The facts themselves 
are scary. The effects those facts will 
have on all phases of the quality of life in 
California are scarier. 

Consider the following three facts: 

Record numbers of high-income tax¬ 
payers, those aged 40 to to 65, are leaving 
the state. Many have been forced to do so 
in order to find work during the state’s 
lingering recession. Other western 
states, including Arizona, Utah and Colo¬ 
rado, are enjoying a record influx of Cali¬ 
fornians and the resultant economic 
benefits. 

While this important population seg¬ 
ment shrinks, others continue to grow at 
or near record pace of the booming 1980s. 
The unfortunate economic fact is that 
these burgeoning groups of Californians 
are those most dependent on the tax reve¬ 
nues which would have been funded by

those leaving the state. These groups in¬ 
clude welfare and unemployment recipi¬ 
ents, as well as senior citizens, school- 
aged children and prison inmates. 

The continued California population 
growth during the 1990s will be at an eco¬ 
nomically unhealthy balance, with only 1 
percent of new state residents immigrat¬ 
ing from other states. The remaining 
population growth will be 55 percent nat¬ 
ural (births minus deaths) and 44 percent 
foreign immigration. 

Thomas Nagle, director of the Califor¬ 
nia Employment Development Depart¬ 
ment, echoes what many economists, so¬ 
ciologists and demographers have been 


saying for years. 

“The state’s economic crisis is not just 
a passing phase but indicative of substan¬ 
tive and fundamental change at Califor¬ 
nia’s sociological and economic roots,” 
Nagle said. “The ramifications of such a 
shift are larger than most in government 
and industry can comprehend in advance 
of those changes, forcing continued hard¬ 
ship on the state.” 

Once the shift in tax receivers-versus- 
taxpayers has occurred it will never re¬ 
verse itself, Nagle warned. He suggests 
that the primary reason for governmen¬ 
tal and industrial delay in dealing with 
the current economy is that those in 
charge are looking at only the current 
problems and not towards a future of con¬ 
tinuing economic challenge. 

“We must decide what kind of (future) 
economy we want. We have to come to 
grips with the way things are before we 
can take steps to make things the way we 
want them to be,” Nagle concluded. 

Such trends will certainly shake Cali¬ 
fornia, probably sooner than the next 6.0 
magnitude earthquake. 

The job base will shift from higher pay¬ 
ing, hi-tech applications to lower-paying 
service industries. Job creation and re¬ 
sultant income levels will ultimately de¬ 
termine the viability of the state’s real 


estate market. 

And large numbers of foreign immi¬ 
grants will change housing demands. 
Certain Asian cultures expect that in¬ 
laws and grandparents will live under the 
same roof with their children and grand¬ 
children. A demand for larger homes will 
likely result. 

Hispanic consumers are more likely to 
combine families — not necessarily re¬ 
lated — in order to purchase a home. This 
trend, too, may result in a demand for 
larger homes and alternative financing 
arrangements. 

While many analysts have talked of 
California’s certain future, few predicted 
that future would arrive as quickly as it 
has. 

Real estate professionals and their cli¬ 
entele will do well to investigate these 
trends and factor them into their short- 
and long-range plans. Acknowledging the 
facts is always the first step to financial 
success.

Construction lending 
off 45% in first quarter 

Construction lending in Orange County 
plummeted during the first quarter, re¬ 
flecting the over-all slowdown in build¬ 
ing, 

Commercial and residential construc¬ 
tion financing dropped nearly 45 percent, 
to $109 million for the quarter, according 
to La Jolla-based Dataquick Information 
Systems. That was also significantly 
down from fourth quarter 1992, when 
lending totaled $227 million. 


Landmark Bank VP pleads 
guilty to payment charges 

Cynthia A. Drennan, a former vice 
president at Landmark Bank in La Ha¬ 
bra, has pleaded guilty to federal charges 
that she made three unauthorized pay¬ 
ments totaling $219,000 to small business¬ 
es. 


Assistant US Attorney Stefan Stein said 
those payments were part of a larger 
scheme that cost the bank $2.5 million. 
The government will tell Judge Terry J. 
Hatter Jr. the larger figure when he sen¬ 
tences Drennan on June 28. She could get 
as much as 15 years in prison and a 
$750,000 fine. 

Drennan admitted paying $50,000 in 
bank funds to Midway Auto Wholesale 
and $169,326.50 to Copper Sands Corp. 
The bank had not approved loans to the 
two businesses at the time, and the funds 
never were repaid, Stein said. 


US regulators rein in 
Pacific Inland Bancorp

Anaheim-based Pacific Inland Ban¬ 
corp was ordered by federal regulators to 
restructure its operations as protection 
against its real estate laden portfolio. 

The bank holding company, which op¬ 
erates Pacific Inland Bank as its main 
asset, was hit with a cease-and-desist or¬ 
der — a stiff regulatory rebuke — by 
officials of the Federal Reserve Board. 
The order calls for Pacific Inland to sub¬ 
mit a plan in the next 60 days on how it 
will, among other things, boost its capital 
reserves set aside to guard against 
losses. 

Bank officials, however, report that the 
bank’s capital levels are above federal 
requirements and say it is one of a grow¬ 
ing number of California institution sub¬ 
ject to operating restrictions.

With a continued weak economy in Or¬ 
ange County, the amount of occupied of¬ 
fice space grew only slightly in the first 
quarter of 1993; however, with no new 
construction the vacancy rate continued 
to decline, according to Grubb & Ellis 
Commercial Real Estate Services. 

The vacancy rate stood at 20.5 percent 
countywide as the first quarter ended, 
down more than a full percentage point 
from the 21.6 percent recorded for the 
same period a year ago, according to the 
study. 

Net absorption, or the net change in the 
amount of occupied office space, totaled 
86,812 square feet for the first quarter, 
down from 104,227 square feet for the first 
quarter of 1992. 

The average first quarter net absorp¬ 
tion from 1991-1993 was 127,293 square 
feet. The average first quarter net ab¬ 
sorption from 1987-1990 was 1.04 million 
square feet. 

“Employment growth has been de¬ 
creasing in Orange County since March 
1990, which is reflected in our absorption 
numbers,” said George Economos, se¬ 
nior vice president at Grubb & Ellis’ 
Newport Beach office. 

Gross activity for the first quarter to¬ 
taled 553,000 square feet, an indication 
that tenants are making moves within the 
market. Gross absorption was up 15.4 
percent from a year ago. For the fifth 
consecutive quarter, there was no specu¬ 
lative office space under construction 
anywhere in Orange County. 

North Orange County posted a vacany 
rate of 18.3 percent for the first quarter; 
however, in Class A and B buildings the 
vacancy rate is less than 5 percent. 

Significant positive absorption in the 
first quarter also was reported in the 
north county area with 96,383 square feet. 
Making up a large portion of that total 
was Simulation Science occupying 30,000 
square feet in Brea and Mercury Insur¬ 
ance occupying 50,000 square feet, also in 
Brea.
